l has remained about 65,300,000 acres, 
while tha acreage under wheat has in- 
creased from 29,000,009 to  46,000,0vy. 
| Taking the entire Russian empire, the 
acreage under rye has increased from 
70,000,000 acres in 1894 to 74,000,000 in 
1904, while that under wheat has in- 
creaged from 41,000,000 acres to 5$,200,- 
000 acres. Of the immense territory af 
Russia, the wheat belt occupies a ccin- 
‘paratively small share. There is very 
} little wheat grown beyond the southern 
land eastern parts of the famous bleck 
;SOil region. Eight provinces in the 
south and southeast contain seventy per 
lcent of the wehat acreage of aii Russia. 
Caucasia has about 12 1-2 per cent, and 
Siberia about six per cent.

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Wheat Brings $1.50 2 Bushel at Fort Vermiilion, Chir- 
ewayan Marsh Becomes Hayfield By Lowering Of 
“Water In Athabasca. Settlers Going Into 

| ’ Grand Prairie, 


Thos. Kelly, master cf the Hudson's 
Bay Co. steamer Graham plying bet ween 
Fort McMurray on the Athabasca and 
Fort Smith'on the Great Slave River 
is in the city, having returned from 
the north after tying the big steamer 
ap for the winter. 

Mr. Kelly came in by Peace River 
Crossing and Lesser Slave Lake. He 
was accompanied by 17 of “a party 
among whom were Privates McCui- 
lough, Darby, McDonald and Berry 
who have been working for 18 months 
on the Atlin trail, which is being built 
by the Canadian Government from Fort 
St. John on the Peace River to the At- 
iin gold camp in British Columbia: 

There were 17 in the party who came 
down with Mr. Kelty, tncluding Mr. 
Thompson of the Hudson’s Bay Co.'s 
staff, who is on his way. to Ireland, 
a son of Mr. Harvey who wil! attend 
the Mackay avenue school] here during 
the winter, two sons of Dr. West, 
Mounted Police surgeon of the Lesser 
Slave Lake District, who will also at- 
tend school in the city and Rev. A. S. 
White and his niece, who ieft yesterday 
on their way to the Gld Country for 
the winter. 

Dr. Genest ,who went up to Peace 
River with the intention of. going to 
Fort Graham for the winter to act as 
surgeon for the Mounte? Police detach- 
ment cutting the trai) came as far 
as Lesser Slave Lake @ ail winter 
there. He could not get up to Fort 
Graham as there were no horses at 
Fort Good Hope to go over: the moun- 
tains with and no boats on the other 
side with which to get up_the Finlay 
River. Superintendent Constantine was 
algo unable to get through and will 
winter at Lesser Slave Lake, going 
over the range in the spring. There 
are 40 policemen working on the trail 

‘ and they have 200 miles of the trail cut 
from Fort .Good Hope. . 

Mr. Kelly reports that crops in, ihe 
ePace River covniry were éxcelient 
this year. About 10,000 “bushels of 
wheat were grown at Peace River 
crossing: and .another 10,000 at Fort 
Vermilion. Wheat is selling at the 
Crossing and another 10,000 at Fort 
Brick the member for Peace River 
“marketed 1,009 bushels at “that price 
which was shipped down the river to 
Vermilion to be milled. At’ Vermilion 
the crop was unusually heavy and the 
cash price was $1.50 a bushel. The 


ee 


H.B. Co.’s mill will handle most of the 
grain, milling it up for shipment to the 
north. “The season has been an excel-; 
leat one in every respect. When Mr. 
Kelly left the Crossing on Oct 2nd there 
had been no trost and delicate flowers 
such as pansies were in bloom out- 
side, 

The water has been very low all 
season and navigation has been ex- 


tremely difficult and hazardous, espec- H 


jally on the Lower Peace. At Rapid 
Au Boyer, 150 miies below the Ver- 
milion chutes, where a limestone dyke 
crosses the river, the water is very 
shallow and the Graham just managed 
to get over the dyke. 

The water is also low at the Atha- 
basca, Athabasca Lake , Great Slave 
Lake and all the way down the Mac- 
kenzie, registering as much as seven 
feet below the former low-water level. 
At Fort Chipewayan, the big flats at 
the north of the Athabasca river,(which 
through all history have been marsh, 
the home of myriads of water fowl, 
are now prairie and the grass is grow- 
ing six feet high. These flats are 30 
or 40 miles long and 15 or 20 miles 
wide and make a piece of pasture land 
second to none in the known world. 
The Hudsons Bay Co. shipped down 
16 head of cattle to Chipewayan this 
year and turned them out in the long 
grass. When the company employ- 
ees went out to find them the cattle 
.were sleek and fat and so wild that 
they could not be caught. Pursuing 
them on horse back was found impos- 
sible on account of the luxuriant tan- 
gle of wild grass, and so they turned 
out and had a reguiar buffalo hun, 
shooting the ca:tle in the open. Mr. 
Kelly predicts that the Chipewayan 
fiats will some day be a great cattle 
ranching country.. 

On the way out they met. several 
parties of settlers going into the 
Peace River country, most of thea: 
hound for the Grand Prairie 
country via Lesser Slave Lake and 
Peace River Crossing. A party of Do- 
minion surveyors are subdividing and 
laying out section lines at © Prairie 
Creek on the south side of Lesser Slave 
Lake, which is discribed as one of the 
finest farming countries in. the north. 
Another party is surveying at Vermil- 
fon ,where Mr. Sencire is adjusting

O.d3 Gazette: With regard io the pub- 
lic works department of Alberta he 
said the majority of the people hard- 
ly seem.d to rcai.ze ihat the proposiiion 
they were up against. ll over the 
country the inhabitants were clamor- 
ing for roads and bridges.

“them he knew were badly wanted, and 


the department was doing the necessary 
improvements as fast as they couid in 
the districts that needed them first. He 
hoped by the end of the year to be 
able to go over mos: of the province 
and s€2 for himself where the mon- 
€y couid be spent to the best advantage. 
He alluded‘to the scarcity of labor this 
iall asaleoa drawback. as the depart- 
‘ment stiil has alot of money unspent 
owing to their being unable to get men. 
The province being of such vast ex- 
tent and the conditions changing so ra- 
Pidiy, owing to new railways coming 
in it required considerable judgment in 
making roads and bridges so that they 
could be used to the best advantage. 

Hon. Mr. Cushing thought that it 
would be much better for the country 
if the power of spending money for 
pubife improvements was taken from the 
local - improvement councils, and the 
whole thing left in the hands of the 
government. He alluded to the iect 
that the rate of taxation by the local 
councils could be anywhere trom $2 to 
$8 a quarter section, and that those 
councils which taxed themselves the 
lowest were demanding the most from 
the government. The department would 
conciude that the men who taxed 
themselves the highest and were will- 
ing to pay it, were most in need of 
he p and accordingly they got it, 
while those who were only wiliing to 
pay the minimum tax ought not to com- 
plain if they were overiooked. It was 
a case of the government helping 
those who helped themselves.
